Desired by Mrs. Major. 


oN OW you may write up my red hair and 
my Pike County drawl and state as 
many plain, unvarnished facts about 
me as you please,” she began, with a directness 
which ceases to surprise you within qa few mo- 
ments. “But I do hope you will spare me the 
frills and flattery bestowed upon me by some 
newspaper men and women, especially the men. 
They embarrass me and give me a reputation I 
am not even inclined to live up to. I have never 
been a leader of fashion and what is called so- 
ciety, and never shall be. It is true I am so- 
ciable to a degree. But what I love are people, 
just people, without the addition of forms and 
ceremonies.” 

Giving me the liberty, Mrs. Major, I surmise, 
did not realize how much might be written about 
her hair.

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“HOPELESS APATHY” IN ENGLAND. 

After more than a year of active campaigning 
in Bngland against the Irish Home Rule Dill 
now ready for its final passage through the House 
of Commons, Sir Edward Carson says that he 
finds nothing but “hopeless apathy” concerning 
it. His terrifying descriptions of what will hap- 
ee any re- 
sponse. 

The explanation of those best competent to 
judge is that the great bulk of the people of 
England are now willing to see Home Rule set 
up in Ireland for the following reasons: 

1. The land question, which was at the 
bottom of all the agitations in Ireland for eight 
centuries, has been permanently settled since 
1903, when the landlords were bought out and 
the great estates divided between 300,000 peasant 
proprietors. England therefore no longer has a 
great materia] interest in Ireland and Home Rule 
now stands as a political question solely, repre- 
senting hardly more than a sentiment. 

2. The impossibility of Parliament han- 
dling efficiently the detailed legislation of the 
three kingdoms hag shown the necessity for 
“Home Rule all around.” ‘Therefore the present 
bill has been drawn on the federal principle, to 
be followed when similar bills are enacted for 
Efigland, Scotland and Wales. 

8. The development of the imperial idea 
and the resolution to bind more closely the scat- 
tered parts of the British Empire demand the 
creation of a great Imperial Parliament sitting 
in London to deal solely with federal and imperial 
questions, all local legislation being attended to 
by the separate parliaments. 

4. Conviction after 110 years of experience 
that a Union Parliament is a failure. 

5. Determination once and for all to end 
the greatest scandal of English statesmanship 
by granting the wishes of the Irish people now 
that all property questions are settled. 

6. A resojutida to strengthen the bonds of 
empire by bringing to the support of the Crown 
the cordial co-operation of the Irish people such 
a3 is promised by their representatives if the 
present bill passes. | 

These express the English, not the Irish views 
of this important subject, and England it must 
be remembered is the “predominant partner” of 
the Union. 

Home Rule has been a live question for over 
a quarter of a century, and the first Home Rule 
bills passed the House of Commons a generation 
ago. The English people are, therefore, thorough- 
ly familiar with all aspects of the question. ‘They 
know a great deal more about it than does Sir 
Edward Carson who thought the English people 
fools, and paraded up and down the country the 
raw-head-and-bloody-bones of an insurrection that 
existed only in his own imagination.

ABOUT AUTOMOBILES. 

Formerly automobiles were the exclu- 
sive property of the rich or the well-to- 
do, and the great mass of people could 
only sigh to see them go rolling past. 

This is no longer so,. The rich man 
rolls off to his club, leaving his chauf- 
feur on guard in front.

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THE COLOR OF THE BEER BOTTLE. 

The brewers are at lagerheads, so to speak, 
over the question of which is better, the brown 
bottle or the clear bottle, and the issue has de- 
veloped a world-rocking intereSt and significance 
that compel us momentarily to turn aside from 
the sober issues of the hour. 

The beer-bottle issue may fitly be called one 
between the powers of darkness and the powers 
of light. The exponents of the brown bottle op- 
pose the clear bottle on the theory that light is 
bad for beer. “Light starts decay even in pure 
beer,” they contend, and they quote no less an 
authority than the Wahl-Henius Institute of 
Fermentology, as saying that “Beer acted upon 
by light soon takes up the very disagreeable, so- 
called ‘light taste,’ and also a repulsive, skunk- 
like odor.” 

We leave it to the other side to say whether 
this be an admission that the beer of the other 
fellows can’t stand the light. There is a good 
deal to be said in defense of light which has not 
been said by the clear bottle exponents. Both 
sides admit that sunlight grows hops, that it in- 
creases perspiration, and thirst, and that it is 
good as the mectium through which beer may be 
looked upor if not judged. But by what else, 
except the taste, can beer be judsed? Bee can- 
not be seen through a giass darkly, and must it 
be taken “sigit unseen?” In general products 
-| which fear the light of day are distrusted. Yet 
the beer in dark bottles cannot be said to shun 
jucgment. 

We are of an open mind on the question, which 
ia one ultimately for the consumer.

TO LIFE, 1S DR. 
CARREL’S AIM. 


Rockefeller Institute Experimenter Will 
Try to Transplant and 
Graft Nerves. 

PARIS, Jan. 4.—An attempt to translate death 
into life is shortly to be made at the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research in New York, ac- 
cording to a statement made to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent by Dr. Alex Carrel of that 





institution, who is in Paris on his way to 
America. 
“T am about to endeavor,” he said, “to graft 


and transplant nerves and organs connected with 
the nervous system. In this connection it is sug- 
gested to me by Prof. de Bove that such experi- 
ments will greatly strike the public imagination. 
I have already established tne possibility. of 
keeping alive life germs in certain lquids. 

“A question is now raised by Prof. de Bove as 


fertilization and the reproduction of species.” 

The experiments, which are to be on animals, 
will begin as soon as Dr. Carrel reaches New 
York. If they succeed along the line suggested 
by De Bove, science will have attained a dream 
of bridging death with a chain of never-ending 
elife. 

Dr. Carrel has come toe Paris from Stockholm, 
-where he experimented in company with a Swed- 
ish scientist. He has with him cinematograph 
pictures of living tissues separated from thelr 
parent organisms. It ts from these pictures and 
the experiments they illustrate that he argues 
that nerve transplantation is possible.

Kinloch Field, home for two seasons 
of the Aero Club of St. Louis, and scene, 
of many of the most brilliant feats of 
aviation, notably the ride of Col. Roose- 
velt with Arch Hoxsey and the flights 
of Le Blanc, Ralph Johnstone, A. L. 
Welch, Walter Brookins, Howard Gill, 
Tony Jannus and others, is to be aban- 
doned.

“Pop” Thorn says the duck hugse4 
the river and went early because they 
have been robbed of their roosting 
grounds, And this robbery has bes 
done by those who fathered, and should 
have observed closest, the game laws cf 
this State, if ‘‘Pop’’ Thorn’s informant 
is correct, 

“T sought a reason when I was at 
Clay Root the other day,” says Thorn, 
“and I got it from one of the natives. 
I told him of the duck clinging to the 
river and asked why they were so hard 
to get to in the sunken lands, 

“*You ought to know,’ said the na- 
tive. ‘It is the city shooter that does 
it, not the native. You ¢an’t find a duck 
roost nowadays because the ducks have 
not been given a chance to roost. In 
our time before this game law, you 
would see a string of us in blinds 
stretched along Little River and its 
reaches. We would start in the morn- 
ings after sunup, and we might lay in 
the blind all day. But at 4 o’clock we 
stopped. The first guide that noted the 
time would tap with his pole or oar on 
| tne side of the dugout. It would be 
taken up by native after native, and not 
| another shot would be fired. The ducks 
were thus given a chance to come in, 
feed and roost. And then there were 
millions. Now what happens? The city 
man comes down. A launch hauls half 
a dozen boats, and one is dropped here, 





‘shooting at sunup, and keep it up until 
it is too dark to see. Can’t they under- 
stand that birds like to go to roost ear- 
ly, and that when they find their way 
to these roosts paved with death and 
destruction, they are wise enough to 
seek some place where they can have 
wide range and find both food and safe 
night shelter. The duck is wary. Once 
you sting it, that sting is never forgot- 
ten. Driven from their roosts they seek 
other channels. And this year they shot 
by early, and it was the hardest kind 
of work to get them.’ ”’ 

Last Tuesday the hunting season 
closed. But you still have rabbits and 
duck for your fare. Get a license if you 
intend going after them. 





COMMERCIAL INSTINCT POOR 

IN HOWARD SIDENER, 

It is a mighty poor rule that does 
not work both ways. And so it is 
quite natural for James Masterson, 
Syl. Anderson and the rest of that 
fine crew to come back with a story 
on Prosecuting Attorney Howard 
Sidener in exchange for the one he 
gave out on Masterson. 

On the very recent trip of this party 
Sidener went down to Bokerton with 
about 6500 minnows. After the trip 
he had a little less than 400 lively 
big minnows. But the boys got him 
interested in a deer hunt, got him on 
a saddleless mule .and started him 
with guides on a 20-mile ride.

He lost the first 
minnow on the third bass, calleq the 
bass a scamp, and then started in, 
When the gang came back they each 
had a big lot of bass, the guide sent 
up a barrel of bass, sixteen of which 
weighed four pounds apiece, and the 
natives had engaged in a big Msh fry. 
Also the guide had 115 of Sidener’s 
minnows left. And I am not sure that 
Sidener got the three bass, either.

Rhode Island Church Believed 
Now to Have Oldest Bell in 
the United States. 
NEWPORT, R. IL, Jan. 5.—By the 
finding of an old bell in the Guide- 
hall of Trinity “Church by its rector, 
the Rev. Stanley C. Hughes, Trinity 
now possesses what is believed to be 
the oldest bell in the United States.

WILL SUIT SHOWS | 


STEINMEYER WAS 
THRICE MARRIED 


Six Children of First-Wife Are 
Suing Surviving Widow and 
Her Seven Children. 


UNDUE INFLUENCE CHARGE 
Sole Child of Second Wife Says 


She’s Happy and Doesn't 
Want Any of $100,000 Estate. 





Joseph A. Steinmeyer, secretary of the 
Peters Furniture Co., who died last Au- 
gust, leaving a personal estate of $22,000 
and a number of real estate holdings 
that, it is estimated by relatives, will 
bring the total] up to $100,000, had three 
wives and three sets of children instead 
of only two wives and two sets of 
children as was generally believed by 
his acquaintances and business asso- 
clates. 

The fact that Steinmeyer had been the 
father of three families rather than 
two was revealed yesterday by a suit 
filed in the Circuit Court by the chil- 
dren of the first wife to break their 
father’s will. It leaves his entire estate 
to his third wife and only surviving wid- 
ow. There are 14 children in the three 
families, ranging in age from 2 to #0 
years and they are all cut off with $1 
each. 

There are six children of the first 
wife, one of the second and seven of the 
third. 

Mrs. Rickert Child of Second Wife. 

Mrs. Florence Rickert of 240A Sulli- 
van avenue is the child of the second 
wife. She has generally been thought 
by friends of the family to be one of 
the third wife’s children and she told 2 
Post-Dispatch reporter last night that 
even the lawyers for the first wife’s 
children must have been confused about 
her, as they seem to have included her 
in the third set of children and made 
her a defendant accordingly. 

“My father's third family got his 
money,” Mrs, Rickert told the report- 
r. “His first family wants the 
money, and I, who am the second fam- 
ily, neither got it nor want it. If 
I am made a party in the suit that 
has been filed it is entirely without 
willingness on my part. I am not a 
plaintiff because I do not want any- 
thing any of the others got and I 
could not be a defendant because I 
did not get anything any of the 
others would want. I was left $1 
the same as the other 13 children.” 
Not Worth Fighting For, 

Mrs. Rickert says. the reason she 
does not consider the $100,000 estate 
worth making a fight for, is becavte 
she is supremely happy now with love 
in a flat, a six-months-old baby and 
a husband who earns a modest living 
for her and the baby at his job asa 
clerk in a wholesale establishment. 

“My husband and I don't give a 
hoot for that money my father left,” 
Mrs. Rickert said. “We haven't 
talked about it much but when we 
did talk about it we agreed we are 
doing all right as we are and that 
the money would be a great bother 
to us if we got it. We couldn't 
think of anything that we wanted to 
do with it. 

“Besides the third wife has all the 
small children to rear. The youngest 
of the third set of children is two 
and the oldest is 14 years. 

“The children of the other two 
sets are all married. And my father 
furnished homes for all the children 
of these two sets when they were 
married. I think he considered that 
he had discharged his obligations to 
his first two famililes when he saw 
that they were all established for 
themselves. And if he thought that 
I don’t see why I should worry. I’m 
satisfied. 

“1 was better acquainted with my 
father’s third family than I was with 
the members of the first. He married 
my mother after his first wife’s death. 
My mother died when I was only five 
years old, and later he married a third 
time. He took me to live with his third 
wife, and I think all the children of the 
first wife had been married themselves 
by that time. 

“Anyhow, I never saw much of them. 
They never came to the house to visit. 
One lives in Illinois and another in 
Texas, and there may be three living 
in St. Louls, but I do not know where. 

‘“T lived with my father’s third wife 
until I was married a year and a half 
ago. My father was always good to me 
and so was my stepmother, and I liked 
her children. If they are getting the 
money, I am glad of it.” 


Children of Surviving Widow. 

Mrs. Annie Steinmeyer, the surviving 
widow, lives at 3608 Palm street. She 
is the mother of the following children: 
Angela, Leonard, Helen, Leona, Ger- 
trude, Alfonso and Francis. 

The children of the first wife, who are 
the plaintiffs in the suit to break the 
will, are Mrs. Cecilia Maier, Joseph 
Steinmeyer, Mrs. Frances George, Mrs. 
Mattie Frick, Edward Steinmeyer and 
Mrs. Clara Kiener. 

This last group of children allege that 
undue influence was exercised over their 
father by his third wife and that she 
prejudiced him against them in the 
making of his will.

“I go out of office with deep ap- 
preciation of the honors I have en- 
joyed, with profound gratitude to the 
American people and without any 
feeling of bitterness against anyoue. 
I shall retain a very carmest desire 
as a private citizen to help my coun- 
try and my fellow men in the strug- 
gle for continuance of free cffective 
government, 

“We were beaten in the last elec- 
tion. We ran third in the race. Why 
{is it that we gather here with so 
much sptrit, and with so little disap- 
pointment and humiliation? Is it not 
that, in spite of the defeat recorded 
at the election in November, we were 
still victorious tn saving our country 
from an administration, whose policy 
involved the sapping of the founda- 
tion of Democratic constituticnal 
representative government, whose 
appeals were calculated to arouse 
class hatred that has heretofore been 
the rufa of popular government and 
whose contempt for the limitations of 
constitutional law and the guaranter 
of civil liberty promised chaos and 
anarchy? 

“The result of the Chicago conven- 
tion was a triumph for the perma- 
nency of Republican institutions, the 
importance of which can not be ex- 
aggerated. We meet in no spirit of 
despair, but rather to rejoice in a 
victory for law and order. It is true 
that we were defeated at the polis 
by our old-time opponent, the Demo- 
cratic party. It is true that we are 
now going to work out the problem 
of eating our cake and having It, too. 
by showing how it is possible to 
cNange from a system of protection 
for manufactured industries to one 
of a tariff for revenue only, without 
affecting the industries to their detri- 
ment and without halting production 
or lowering wages.

If the wisdom of our forefathers and 
of the long line of able men who have 
fought for popular government has led 
to the introduction inte every scheme of 
government of restraints to prevent in- 
justice by the majority to the minority 
and the individual, what is there that 


us feel that they may not exercise the 
tyranny that they have exeroised in the 
past, and In respect to which they have 
been restrained by constitutional ]imita- 
tion? How are the inequalities in so- 
Clety to be wiped out? 

“Hew is govermment to secure hap- 
piness to the individual? Is it by an 
equal distribution of property? Is it 
by taking from ene man that which 
is his and giving it te another, who 
hag not earned itt I submit that this 
is the ultimate result of a thorough 
analysis of all theories advanced by 
the Progressive party. 

“It is easily seen that under the 
Progressive program’ the whole ms- 
chinery that has been so carefully 
buil¢ up by the older statesmen of 
this country and of England to save 
to the individual and the minority 
freedom, equality before the law, the 
right of property and the right to 
pursue happiness, is to be taken apart 
and thrown into a junk heap and the 
preservation of such rights or privi- 
leges, if you choose to call them such, 
is to be left to the charitable impulsé 
of a benevolent administration.

be devised. I have mot any objection 
to any metho@ which shall be fair. 
That is not a reason for joining or 
giving up the party. 

“Tt is the principle that the party 
advocates that should control one 
in its support. It is not that the Re- 
publican party is desirous of holding 
office or power, though neither is to 
be despised, but it is that in this 
crisis we feel that we have the 
means of preventing the country from 
taking a step which if taken will 
precipitate us into governmental 
chaos, will set the community on a 
chimerical chase for an ideal that js 
impossible to realize. and that in that 
chase the community will lo#e the 
inestimable benefits of a permanent, 
popular government that we have de- 
veloped after a thousand years of 
otruggle and have created, maintained 
and preserved inviolate for 125 years 
of national liberty. 

“We are not bitter; we are mot cast 
down; we are not vengeful. If the 
people of the United States can stand 
a Democratic administration fer one, 
two or evem more terms, we shall cer. 
tainly net ebject te their capacity fer 
endurance in this regard, but what 
we wish to assure ourselves of is that 
neither through Democratic radical- 
ism, mor through Progressive radi- 
calism shall the pillage of eur nebiec 
state be pulled down and the real 
eause of the people be sacrificed to 
dreams of demagegues and theorists.”

Gilbert and his first mate were on the 
bridge. The Indrakuala, whch had gone 
into Baltimore with freight from Japan, 
was bound down the bay from Balti- 
more to New York. The Luckenbach 
had 4000 tons of phosphate rock aboard. 








Record New York Low Tide Prevents

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—A determined 
effort to float the stranded Amerika 
at high tide tonight failed. A dozen 
powerful tugs hauled on the big liner 
as she lay fast, but succeeded in moryr- 
ing her only a few feet. There was 
no appreciable change in her position 
when after nearly three hours the 
tugs ceased their hauling. The tide 
was then going down and =$ there 
seemed little prospect of freeing the 
steamer before the next high tide to- 
morrow, The tide in the harbor today 
was the lowest in 30 years according 
to the recollection of harbor men.

FIGURED IN A FEUD BET 


Put Up in a Lone Star Horse 
Race and Said to Have 
Been Used in Swindles. 


What is declared to be the famous 
Buckfoot diamond, which is said to have 
played a part in many swindles, was re- 
plevined yesterday from Chief of De- 
tectives Allender, and sent to its owner, 
Warren S. Heaton of Fort Worth, Tex. 
The diamond, a seven-carat gem, val- 
ued at about $1500, had been in posses- 
sion of Allender since January, a year 
ago. It was seized gs evidence aguinst 
Mrs. Daniel S. Martin, also known as 
Louise Savine, who was arrested when 
she tried to pawn it. 

Heaton made a claim for it as nis 
property, alleging it had disappeared 
from his possession. The identity of the 
gem as the Buckfoot diamond was made 
by James J. Rohan, president of the 
Rohan Boller Co., who stated to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter at the time that he 
learned the diamond’s history in 19 
from Heaton, when the latter came to 
St. Louis to buy boilers and machincry 
for his plow factory in Neosho, Mo. 

» Used by Gang of Swindlers. 

Heaton’s version, Rohan said, was thit 
the diamond was an asset of the Buck- 
foot-Mabray gang of footrace swindlers 
who operated in the West and South- 
west several years ago. Ten members 
of this gang were sent to prison in 
Leavenworth anti Iowa. ° 

The gem was said to have been wa- 
gered many times against a victim's 
money. When asked iow he obtained 
the gem, Heaton, according to Rohan, 
smiled knowingly, as if he had been 
shrew enough to win it from the swin- 
dlers. 

Rohan’s company, on learning that 
Chief Allender had Heaton’s diamond, 
filed a suit for $322.44 against Hea- 
ton, on account for supplies furnished 





to him. Garnishment papers were 
served on Allender attaching the 
stone as security for judgment. Hea- 


ton, through Attorneys Virgil Rule, 
William F. Fahey and O. L. Cravens, 
then flled a replevin suit against the 
Chief of Detectives.

Gem Obtained by Writ. 

Heaton’s attorneys. contended in 
court*that Allender could not legally 
make'a claim of garnistment, as the 
statute does not provide for the gar- 
nishment of a city official. This point 
was sustained by Judge Barth yes- 
terday and he issued a writ of re- 
plevin against the Chief of Detectives 
to deliver the property to the owner. 

As soon as the writ was prepared 
it was served on Allender by a depu- 
ty sheriff and the Chief turned the 
gem over to Attorney Fahey, who ac- 
companied the deputy. 

The original intention was to send the 
diamond back to Texas by parcel post, 
but it was discovered that it could not 
be insured for an amount equal to its 
value, so a ticket was purchased for 
Fort Worth and the gem sent by a 
trusted private messenger. 

There will be a glad welcome for the 
Buckfoot diamond when it reaches Fort 
Worth, for it has been identified with 
the sporting history of the Lone Star 
State since the Yellow Rose of Texas 
beat the Flower of Tennessee, when 
Gen. Hardin took Tullahoma, dam of 
the futurity winner Proctor Knott, down 
to Texas and bet $2000 against this same 
old diamond that the Tennessee mare 
could beat Bankrupt — a half-mile 
course. 


Figured in a Feud. 
Capt. Jim Brown, killed several years 


later at Garfield Park, Chicago, by two 
over-zealous policemen, made Bank- 
rupt’s winning fairly certain by stand- 
ing midway of the course with a shot- 
gun, with which he urged the boy on 
Bankrupt to do his best.

Then 
he hyng a $100 bill on one nail and 
Cathcart, not having any small change, 
hung this same old Btckfoot diamond 
on the other nail. 

Possibly cold feet, possibly the lack of 
an accurate alarm clock, prevented 
Cathcart from keeping his midday en- 
gagement, and the historic diamond 
passed into the possession of Short. 

He disposed of it after a fight with 
Hoey, of the dramatic team of Evans 
and Hoey, in the bar of the Leland Ho- 
tel, in Chicago, when Evans had ex- 
pressed an opinion that the big gem 
which has figured so often in Texas 
sporting events was a “phony.”

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 4.—Rushing 
across the country from St. Louls, and 
continuing his wild haste upon his ar- 
rival here, William Brach, a druggist 
of 2308 Park avenue, St. Louis, reached 
the Immigrant Station at Washington 
avenue wharf today, just in time to 
save his sweetheart from deportation. 

It was all because Miss Heddinig Jueb- 
ner, wiio became Mrs. William Brach 
a few hours ago, failed to understand 
the immigration laws. She and Brach 
had been childhood sweethearts in their 
native land of Norway. Brach, who is 
now'"S> years old, came to this country 
15 years ago to seek his fortune. He 
went to St. Louis, worked hard, saved 
enough to study pharmacy and then 
went into business.

Frederick 
informed a Post-Dispatch reporter over 
the telephone that he would refuse to 
accept the nomination for the presi- 
dency. He gave as his reason that he 
had not been approached except by let- 
ter as to hfs candidacy and was not 
desirous of leading the ticket. Several 
other members withdrew their names 
from the lists of those to serve on the 
committees of Appeals and Arbitration. 

Boisselier, when informed by a report- 
er that Frederick had refused to lead 
the ticket declined to say anything and 
left the hall. 

Considerable amusement was caused 
while the meeting was on. The “Reg- 
ulars’’ were more in evidence than the 
‘Progressives."’

TO MAKE SENATE CHANGE 


None Believes Wilson Will Try 
to Interfere, but Reorganiza- 
tion of Body Is Likely. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—The sugges- 
tion that President-elect Wilson is plan- 
ning a reorganization of the Senate was 
received with broad grins by Democrats 
and contemptuous “ha, ha’s’’ from Re- 
publicans. 

It was declared to be one thing for 
Senator Owen of Oklahoma te scheme 
for the regeneration and reorganization 
of the Senate, and quite another matter 
for the President of the United States 
to take up such a proposition. 

The Senate belongs to a separate and 
distinct branch of the Government. it 
is fully protected by the Constitution, 
and cannot be affected in any way by 
what a President thinks or desires. It 
is not believed for a moment that Gov. 
Wilson would seek to interefere ‘vith 
purely domestic affairs of the Senate. 

Senator Owen is recognized as an ex- 
treme Progressive. He favors the com- 
plete overthrow of existing methods 
and the substitution of an entirely new 
regime in the Senate. Many Senators 
agree with him that committee assign- 
ments should be more equitably distrib- 
uted. This will be done when the work 
of reorganization is taken up. It is in- 
tended to make all the important com- 
mittees progressive in control even if 
the chairmen are reactionaries. 

No Democratic Senator imagines that 
Gov. Wilson will seek to take a hand in 
reorganizing the Senate. He would not 
care to antagonize that body at the very 
beginning of his administration.

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REID'S FUNERAL 


Joins With Others in Paying Re- 
spect to President at Im- 
pressive Ceremony. 








By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—At the funeral 
service for Ambassador Whitelaw Reid 
this morning in the Cathedral of St. 
John the Devine, the President of the 
United States sat at one side of the flag 
draped coffin and ex-President Roose- 
velt had a place on the opposite side. 

Grouped about the family in the chan- 
cel stalls were British Ambassador 
James Bryce, Sectary of State Phil- 
ander C. Knox, Col. H. C. Lowther, 
special deputy of the Duke of  Con- 
naught, former Ambassador Joseph H. 
Choate, and @ diplomats, statesmen, 
army and naval officers, philanthropists 
and scholars. 


Four Bishops Take Part. 
The chahcel was adorned with a 


wreath of beautiful flowers. A notable 
congregation of 1500 filled the body of 
the edifice. Four bishops had part in 
the services—Bishop David H. Greer, of 
the New York diocese, Bishop Frederick 
Courtney, rector of St. James’ Church; 
Bishop William .A, Leonard of Cleve- 
land, O., and Bishop William Boyd- 
Carpenter, formerly of the diocese of 
Ripon and now Dean of Westminster, 
London. They had the assistance of 
Canons Francis K. Little, George Wil- 
liam Douglas and George F. Nelson of 
the Cathedral staff, Dean William H. 
Grosvenor, Archdeacon Jolin A. Emory 
of California, the Rev. R. Talbot Rog- 
ers of Fond du Lac, the Rev. Howard 
Chandler Robbins of the Church of the 
Incarnation, in which Reid was a com- 
municant; the Rev. Robert T. Henshaw 
of Christ Church, Rye, and Canon Rob- 
ert Ellis Jones. 

The service lasted about an hour, be- 
ginning at 11 a m. 

An escort body of marines and blue 
jackéts from the Connecticuit assembled 
in the grounds on the west front and 
after the service this escort led by the 
bands of the ships accompanied the body 
through four miles of city streets along 
which multitudes of people stood un- 
covered and flags flew at half-mast to 
the Grand Central Station. From there a 
special train carried the family and im- 
mediate friends to Tarrytown where the 
body was laid in the -Mills mausoleum 
in Sleepy Hollow Cemetery. Dr. Rob- 
bins read the committal service there. 

President Taft was met at the door of 
the cathedral by Odgen Mills Reid and 
Ogden Mills, who conducted him to the 
chancel and to a sfall facing the black 
rug on which the coffin was to rest. 
His official escort followed him closely 
and filed into stalls behind him. 

Roosevelt Rises for Taft. 

Col. Roosevelt in a front stall on the 
south side of the chancel nearer the al- 
tar than the President had entered ear- 
lier and joined with the others in the 
standing tribute to the nation’s chief. 

When the President was seated the 
crucifer of the cathedral appeared at the 
eastern door in the south nave at the 
head of the choir boys and men. The 
congregation had been listening to the 
Mendelssohn funeral march performed 
on the great organ by Miles Darrow, 
leading up to the familiar Chopin march 
as the choristers appeared. 

The procession of singers alone 
stretched the entire length of the edifice. 
After them came the clergy and pall- 
bearers, the coffin borne on the should- 
ers of petty officers from the battle- 
ships. 

Then came Mrs. Reid deeply veiled, 
leaning on the arm of her son, Ogden 
Mills Reid, Mr. and Mrs. Ogden Mills, 
Mrs. J. lL. Harriman and the Misses 
Whitman and Bishop, constituting the 
mourners, and finally secretaries and at- 
taches of the American embassies in 
London and Paris. 

As the coffin was placed on the 
supporting stands over the black rug 
in the center of the chancel, three 
wreaths of lilies of the valley and 
orchids were placed at.,the base, of- 
ferings of the immediate family. The 
floral anchor contributed by Capt. 
Graetorex and the officers of the 
British cruiser Natal faced the con- 
gregation at the south corner of the 
chancel in front and a wreath of 10,- 
000 violets from the staff of the Trib-

After the services as the coffin was 
removed from its place within the 
chancel the floral tributes of the 
family and thcse from the Natal and 
the Tribune staff were taken outside 
to aceompany the funeral party to 
the cemetery.

an all-around record. 

Hirsch is one of the men who has 
made cocked hat popular in St. Louis. 
Since he entered the ranks of the 
top-notchers in 1901, he has never 
finished in a league season or tourna- 
ment with less than a 50 average, the 
figure which indicates the dividing 
mark among the bowlers as a .300 
batting mark does with ball players. 

Following the first series of match- 
es in the S8t. Louis Cocked Hat 
League, formerly the Junior League, 
which came to a close on the Royal 
Alleys last week, Hirsch showed an 
average of 56.83 for 60 games. That’s 
a better figure than he has owned 
since he has started rolling, his next 
best mark being 54.04 rolled in the 
1906-1907 tournament. 


As he has been practicing more 
this season than ever before, cocked 
hat followers look for Hirsch to 
wind up the season with the best 
mark he has yet owned. 

There have been bowlers who have 
finished a season or two with better 
averages than Hirsch. But none of 
the local experts have been able to 
roll the same consistent matches, 
year in and year out, that Hirsch has 
uncovered. Only once has his per- 
centage of cocked pins been greater 
than two while his greatest number of 
missed pins percentage was 8.09, 
rolled in the 1902 tournament, prac- 
tically his first season out. 

At accurate rolling, Hirsch is the demon. 
Among bowlers it is a good bet that Hirsch 
will not roll through five times during an 
evening’s round of five games. Since the 
present season started, he has had two “‘off 
nights,’’ however, when he made more than 
ten misses. On one occasion he made ll 
and at another time he almost startled his 
admirers by missing 14. But his season’s 
average in this respect will show probably 
less than two per game, which indicates his 
consistency. 

For the first time in six years Hirsch failed 
to win his ‘‘turkey tourney’’ match on the 
Royal alleys last week. Pitted against Char- 
ley Kicker, who probably ranks next to 
Hirsch as a consistent bowler, the local 
king ran second, 291 pins “tes@57. In five 
previous tournaments he had always won his 
match. 

Unlike a good many other bowlers rolling 
on the Royal alleys, Hirsch doesn’t use a 
speedy ball: . His service is of only medium 
speed, which sends the ball down the alleys 
on almost a straight line. At picking the 
pins he’s regarded in @& class by himself. 
Eddie Boyle, proprietor of the Royal alleys 
and a crack bowler himself, puts Hirsch at 
the head of al! the cocked hat bowlers in 
the country.

A municipal baseball league along the 
lines that have proven so successful in 
case of the municipal soccer organiza- 





tion wili be launched this spring, as soon 


as the plans of Messrs. Davis and Abe- 
ken of the city park department have 
been perfected. 


A\meeting at which managers and 
captains of all independent amateur 
baseball clubs are expected to be pres- 
ent will be held Friday evening, Jan. 10, 
in the Juvenile Courtroom at the Muni- 
cipal Courts building. 

The promoters of the organization re- 
alize that the task is a much bigger ene 
than the establishment of a soccer 
league. It is expected that the num- 
ber of entries will be so great that the 
city will have to be divided along some 
classifying lines. It is suggested that 
sub leagues such as the Manufacturers’ 
League, the Drug House League, 
Clerks League and others consisting of 
teams whose players follow the same 
occupation, be arranged, the winners to 
meet in the finals. 

If this plan is adopted the suberdi- 
nate leagues thus formed will have te . 
agree to articles common to all, setting 
forth the manner in which the games 
and the ensuing championship shall be. 
played. 

For playing grounds all the vacant 
spaces in the city large enough to ac- 
commodate a diamond will be used. It 
is expected that owners of unimproved 
property will readily grant permission 
for the use of the grounds by City 
League teams. 


OFFICIALS DESERVE CREDIT, 

Improvement in recreation grounds and 
in municipal organization of Sports in Sst. 
Louis is due largely to the efforts of Messrs.

This summer the public swimming tank 
will be completed and open for use. It will 
be 950 feet long and will be equipped with 
8000 lockers. Aquatic sports and city swim- 
ming championships will also be decided in 
this, the largest open-air pool in the vwi- 
cinity. 

The park and playgrounds departments have 
also established free golf linka, public tennis 
courts, additional basebal! diamonds in For- 
est and minor parks and otherwise helped 
the open-air cause. 

The value to sport of this expansion lies 
in the increased chance offered of interesting 
boys in outdoor work. It is sure to result 
in developing a world of material for uni- 
versity and club athletics in St. Louis and 
Missouri, and may help to lift the city out 
of the rut into which i has slumped, ath- 
letically.

EASE OF DRIVING _ | 
INCENTIVE TO WOMEN | 


Apropos the apparent breaking down 
of the barrier of custom and the in- 
crease in the number’ of women who 
are driving their own cars—both electric 
and gasoline—are statements recently 
made by H. P. Dodge, general manager 
of the Ohio Electric Car Co. 

“This growing custom is naturally 
very gratifying to the automobile manu- 
facturer,” said Mr. Dodge, “because it 
seems a broadening or the market for 
sales. We. who have been engaged in 
the electric car industry, have had the 
opportunity to observe these changing 
conditions more than gas car manufac- 
turers, since the electric is essentially a 
society, and not a touring, car. 

“Back of it all lies this fact: Engi- 
neering skill is today bending its ener- 
gies—nut without marked results—to- 
wards building cars with mechanical 
operating equipment for steering, con- 
trol and braking that requires as little 
mechanical understanding and as little 
effort on the part of the driver as is 
consistent with the best results. Nota- 
ble strides are being made in thig re- 
spect in the electric car field and with 
the introduction of these improvements 
kas come the ever-widening circle of 
women drivers. 

“This is naturally so, when you stop 
to consider that today all that is neces- 
sary to drive a car forward or backward 
is simply the turning of a small disc 
with the thumb and finger, or pushing 
a little lever or moving the foot—that a 
brake may be applied by pressing a but- 
ton or light pressure of the foot—that 
the machine may be steered by an eas- 
ily hand-moved lever. 

“Women of the East are notoriously 
behind those of the West in electric car 
driving. New York does not proportion- 
ately buy nearly as many electrics as 
Chicago or St. Louis. This condition 
seems to be due entirely to custom. Dur- 
ing the last six months, however, this 
condition has been undergoing a rapid 
change, and today our company is re- 
ceiving three times as many orders from 
Eastern cities as a year ago.’’

AUTO REVOLUTIONIZES 
AMERICAN HIGHWAYS 


It is no longer debatable that the 
million users of the motor-driven vehicle 
throughout the country are responsible 
for adding a new factor in the problem 
of transportation and the necessity for 
improved roads. 

While the use of automobiles has wid- 
ened the area of travel in many sec- 
tions, local travel for the most part is 
still drawn by horse. This traffic revo- 
lutiog makes necessary a new basis of 
computation for appottioning the ex- 
pense of the necessary improvement of 
the highways. Chairman Dieh! of the 
Good Roads Board of the American Au- 
tomubile Assoclation summarizes the sit- 
uation in these words:

the mileage travel over which originates 
outside the State, should be properly 
constructed at the expense of the Fed- 
eral Government.”

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Holiday quiet reigns ever the cot- 
ton market, With the Liverpool max 
ket closed for two Gers last week and 
all markets on this side the wsker 
closed for one day, little business has 
been done. The trade is in an ex- 
pectant attitude, awaiting what the 
new year may bring forth: 

As has been the rule for some time 
past, the feature of the market is the 
almost universal bullish feeling, the 
fast diminishing into-sight movement, 
the stiffness of prices asked far spot 
cotton, the good demand from aBroad, 
the activity of the dry goods abt kets 
and the scarcity of goods, These ali 
impress upon the trade the possib 1- 
ity of an extremely high market. 

The caution which these facts en- 
gender in the minds of traders will, 
in all likelihood, keep down the de- 
sire to go short of the market and 
any advance that results may- be 
safely looked upon as a result of the 
demand from the consumer, Such a 
market should be steady and free 
from the more or less violent flucttia- 
tions that usually accompany an ad- 
vance from levels such as now rule. 

Against the bullish features. noted 
are the comparatively large stocks of 
cotton abroad, - the disinclination 
shown by spinners to make sales for 
forward delivery and the fact that 
the present crop is of high grade and 
all adaptable to spinners’ use. - 

In connection with this matter of 
grade, exporters were much dissatis- 
fied with pod rye of part .of the 
Texas crop, but it seems that this dis- 
satisfaction was brought § about 
through the fact that_their earilest 
receipts were the cottons from the 
newly irrigated lands, of exception- 
ally good staple, and they bud!t their 
hopes toc high. There is littre reason 
to believe that later cotton is too 
wasty for spinners’ use. Thig is fur- 
ther borne out by the fact that so 
little cotton found its way to-New 
York, the haven of poor staple. The 
present crop seems to be an unusually 
useful one. 

The dry goods markets are quiet, the 
result of holidays. Business ts expect- 
ed to become active with the New 
Year. Retail business is good and 
clearing up sales will put retails again 
in the market for white goods. Mills 
are not inclined to sell ahead as spin- 
ners are advancing the price of yarns. 
Jobbers hold comparatively small stocks 


{of goods. 


Spot Markets ‘Are Steady. 

In the spot markets prices are held 

steady with very little change from 
prices ruling before the holidays. Quo- 
tations are. more or less nominal, 
very little business has been done. 
Stocks in the interior are less than last 
year, although receipts are still a Hlit- 
tle more than Dec. 29, 1911. A sharp 
falling off in receipts is evident and 
stocks are largely made up of cotton 
held by buyers for mill account 
bought for speculation. 
speculative cotton is weighing on the 
market and will unsettle prices until 
Stocks at the port 
markets are nearly 300,000 bales less 
than at the same time last year, re- 
ceipts are some 200,000 bales less; exports 
some 69.000 bales more, and both re- 
ecipts and exports are beginning to 
fall off sharply. Freight rates are 
slightiy lower, but there is yet a goud 
deal of cotton to go forward.

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At the moment the wheat market 
appears to have drifted into a trad- 
ing area, with the professionals tak- 
ing the selling side on all the unusu- 
ally strong spots and the buying side 
on all the severe declines. The’ drift 
of prices for the long pull, however, 
seems to be upward, and there is 
considerable accumulation of long 
wheat on all the soft spots by care- 
ful traders who expect much higher 
prices for May wheat later on.

Rivers, bayous 

and swamp alike invite its sportsman passenger. 

Tony Jannus, the St. Louis aviator who re 

cently completed a hydroaeroplane flight from 

Omaha to New Orleans, flying above the Mis- 

sourt and the Mississippi, says a passenger could 
have shot game from the aeroplane with ease. 

“On the way down the river,” says W. H. Trefts 

Jr., a staff photographer of the Post-Dispatch, 

who accompanied him, “we flew through flocks of 

thousands of wild ducks and geese. We en 

countered more geese than ducks. These birds, I 

am told, can fly about 65 miles an hour, Our 

‘nlane outdistanced them, as we made a mile and 

a half a mintte at times. We swept through 

flocks of them, sometimes hitting birds with the 

machine. : 
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“Had we been out merely on a hunting ez 
pedition we could have killed both ducks and 
geese from the machine—as many as we liked. 
It is easy to make a landing, scoop up the killed, 
in a net, and fly away for further shooting.” 

Lincoln Beachey, who used to sail dirigible 
balloons in St. Louis, is said to be the first skip 
per of a duck-shooting aircraft. Recently he took 
Lieut. L. H. Brereton, an army aviator from the 
aviation corps at College Park, Md., on an aerial 
duck hunt above the Potomac River, between 
Washington and Alexandria, Va. A new army 
hydroaeroplane was used. | 

Just after daylight the big machine was hauled 
out of its hangar on the grounds of the Army ~ 
War College, on a point of land in the south- 
eastern part.of Washington, projecting into the 
Potomac. Beachey was at the wheel. Lieut. 
Brereton sat beside him, armed with a repeating 
shotgun and wearing a sportsman’s belt of 2 
gauge shells. The huge mechanical bird arose 
gracefully and flew down the river. ; 

Two flocks of ducks arose from the Marys 
land side, at a point only nine miles from tis 
national capital. The ducks flew down the river, 
to a point about a mile below Alexandria, where 
they alighted on the Maryland shofe. 

As the duoks alighted the hydroacro:iané 
speeded up. The speed of the machine was so 
great that, despite the noise from the chugging 
engine, it was immediately above the ducks be- 
fore the latter had a chance to rise again. 


Lieut. Brereton, who is a sportsman, did not 
take advantage of the short range. He waited 
until the ducks were well up and a quarter cf 
a mile away and then he started after the,

HAT the French are a beribboned nation is 
well known, but the revelation that there 
are no fers then 1.706.000 “decores” of one 

sort or another among the citizens of the 
French Republic comes as a bit of a shock.

Wor!ting in tne shadow of mysterious tragedy 
operating on the grand ecale. of a catastrophe 
which may .ave rivaied in horror the flight o: 
the. Kalmu* Khan as desc’ibed by De Quincey, 
the Harvard savants experienced another shoc* 
wuen, near Omaha, they unearthed a beautifull 
carved head with Egyptian features, which was 
decorated with the starched linen wig which form: 
the peculiar headdress of the Spninx! 

Harlen I. Smith, chief of the Archeologica! 
Survey of Canada, declared that he was unable 
te claseifly the head and that it belongs to » 
culture of which American anthropology know: 
noth#¥e. James Mooney of the Bureau of Amer- 
Ethnology exclaimed: 

“The head is the most important archeologica! 
find ir America in a century. Nothing remotel: 
resembling its stvle has before been found in the 
Western Hemisvhere.” 

The scientists could have been little more 
amazed had they turned up a Greek statue of 
Apoilo in Terra del Fuego. It has been accepted 
as a commonplace that the aborigines of this 
hemisphere north of Mexico belonged to a fa: 
lower plane of civilization than was attained b) 
the Aztecs, the Incas of Peru and the Mayas of 
Central America. Even among these races art. 
though more worthily developed in architecture. 
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rottery Representations of the Human Head. 
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ane whom may have wrought 
vay it. 

According to the scien- 
fists who made these dis- 
coveries, the inhabitants 
of the forsaken city an- 
tedated both the Indians 
and the mound builders. 


No memory of them is 
preserved in the tradi- 
tions of the red men. 





They may have been con- 
temporaneous with Bab- 
ylon and Nineveh, and 
have made their miracu- 
lous exodus a thousand 
years before the begin- 
ning of the Christian era. 

The ruins which are 
being explored extend up 
and down the river from 


Omaha for about 75 
miles each way. They 
consist altogether of 
“house sites.” The 












houses were partially 
within the ground and 
partially without. The 
reofs were of clay. After 
the mighty struke hich 
wiped out the nation 
the supporting timbers 
decayed and fell, and the 
roofs dropped into the 
excavations. In time, 
drifting dust and sand 
filled up the house sites 
unti] they became almost 
level with the eurround- 
ing ground. Today they 
are mafked with only a 
slight depression a few 
inches deep. 

In numbers, the old 
ruins are almost without 
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limit. De Gilder declares that every elevation 
along the west bank of the Missouri from Sioux 
City to Kansas City is a once populous house 
site. Some of these are of immense sise, One 
recently examined by Dr. Gilde: is 126 feet in 
diameter and the floor is nine feet below the 
surface of the earth. Because of these great 
dimensions, Dr. Gilder believes that either the 
race which inhabited the houses was commuristic 
in habit, or that some of the head men were 
blessed with 100 wives each and families in 

proportion.

But the savants have not lost hope, remember- 
ing the centuries that passed before the Bgyp- 
tian hleroglyphics yielded up their secret. They 
are inspired by the belief that the intricate seript 
which covers the pillars contains the solution of 
the mystery as to the origin and civilisation of 
the Maya people.

The first of these cartoons is by McCutcheon 
of the Chicago Tribune. It was made when 
President Taft was Governor-General of the 
Philippines. At the time the President was 
strong in his urgings for civil government in 


the Philippines, Gen. Chaffee, the then command- 


ing General of the army in the islands, was as 
strongly of the opinion that the strong arm of 
the military was needed to suppress the ardor of 
the Filipino for insurging. The President said 
regarding this cartoon:

The third cartoon was by McCutcheon also. It 
was made while the President was traveling in 
the islands with the so-called Alice Roosevelt 
party, the trip which resulted in the marriage of

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President Roosevelt's eldest daughter and Rep- 
resentative Nicholag Longworth. 

President Taft said he would not admit the 
truth of this cartoon, but said McCutcheon en- 
tertained the same idea at the time that many 
other people did, and that there might be some- 
thing in the suggestion. The President said he 
remembered well sitting before the Sphinx, 
which was in Japan, and studied it. He said he 
thought he was studying the sculpturing. Mr. 
McCutcheon sent the cartoon to the President. 

Cartoons 4 and 5 are by Berryman, the well- 
known cartoonist of the Washington Evening 
Star. Of these the President said: 

“Berryman made a good job; his conception 
was most excellent. The. truth is, President 
Roosevelt offered me a place on the Supreme 


Cotrt bench. With the offer was a suggestion 
not to take it. I was kindly disposed toward the 
bench but Mrs. Taft was not. She prevailed. 
Here the power of the cartoonist to discern the 
truth wag strong. I told Berryman I liked the 
cartoons and he sent them to me.” 

Cartoon 6, “Chauffeur Teddy — ‘Anything 
Ahead, Bill,’” the President said was from Ridg- 
way’s Weekly. It is by F. M. Follette and, 
according to the President, shows pretty clearly 
that cartoonist Follette was alive to what was 
going on. 

President Taft likes cartoon 7 for two reasons. 
First, because of the excellent likeness of him- 
self; second, because McCutcheon, the artist, en- 
tertained the same view he (the President) did. 
The cartoon was drawn Oct. 21, 1908, between 
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the time when the President was nominated and 
when he was elected. The President says he 
felt sure he would be elected and the cartoon gave 
him added optin¥ m. 

Cartoon € wes by Bushnell of the Scripps 
papers. It was drawn right after election. in 
speaking of this cartoon the President said: 

“This carteon was made upon my returg to 
Cincinnati after election The welcome I re 
ceived was just as warm as the cartoon pictures. 
it by garbing old Cincinnatus as King Gambrin- 
us. Cincinnati welcomed me as Bill Taft, of 
Cincinnati, and Yale.” 

Cartoon 9 wag sent to the President by the. 
Business Men’s League of St. Louis soon after 
inauguration. It was reproduced in the Globe 
Democrat from Punch. 

The last cartoon, by Ralph Wilder, was sent 
tu the President upon his request. Im speaking 
of it President Taft said: 

“I like the cartoon because {t {fs goed. Tt 
not only shows how I felt at the time, when 
Roosevelt returned from Africa, but the remain 
der of the foundation was good. I have to langh 
every time I read the caption, ‘For I, too, have 
not been idle.’ It is from the little girl's story of 
Ulysses’ return from Troy and the greeting his 
wife Penelope gave him.” 

The President is of the opinion that ag a rule 
the power of the cartoonist is great and for much 
good. It is certain, he says, that the cartoonists 
tell a story quickly. He says cartoonists are 
like newspaper correspondents in Washington in 
that they have different conceptions of the news. 
He says, too, that some cartoonists, like some 
correspondents, tell thefr story better and clearer 
than others. 

President Taft does not feel that the dignity 
of the office of President has been offended much 
by the cartoonists, not much more than by some 
correspondents. 

“There have been some instances,” sald the 
President, “where the cartoonist has offended in 
his work, but not very often. The dignity of 
the office was not hurt very much, though.” | 





The President feels that some other oceupan 
of the office of President might not feel ag he 
does about the dignity of the office and might | 
take offense at some cartoons.

It is on th's “dark and bloody ground,” in this

of a Hardshell Baptist preacher, who rode the 
hills invoking upon sinners the seething brim- 
stone Jake and the worm that eternally frets, and 
promising to the elect those dour and somber ce- 
lestial delights which the Scotch kirk held proper 
for a heaven of John Knox’s saints. 

Like many others of that iand, J. A. Burns 
grew up to be a man of thews, lean, hardy, stal- 
wart.

to school. Therefore the school must be taken 
to the mountains. 

So Burns, with his total of 17 months of school- 
iug. went back to the Cumberlands and started a 
school at Raider’s Creek. More than one hun- 
dred children went to him, showing that he had 
read aright the thirst for knowledge which is 
latent among these illiterate folk. From county 
to county he wandered, teaching Dow here and 
now there. In the meantime he Was continuing 
his own education in Abraham Lincoln’s way, 
by reading books in his hours of solitude. 

Finally, in 1899, without a dollar in his pocket 
in the heart of the feudal wilderness of the Cum- 
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ed by one of the feudists. Another gave a little 
piece of ground. Burns persuaded a. blacksmitn 
t- fashion h'm some stone-quarrying tools out of 
a crowbar. With these he quarried and laid the 
foundations of Oneida Irstitute. He began next 
on the woodwork, ali alone. Shamefaced, some 
of the neizhbors began to help him. Soon there 
were 20 men wor'ing on the building. Sometimes, 
because they were at their own work during the 
day, they toiled all night. 

In some way the first rude building, a boys’ 
dormitory, got itself built. In 1900 Burns went to 
the Southern Baptist convention at Louis<ville. 
Mostly one wouldn't go to a convention of eoun- 
tr: clergymen to raise money. But that band of 
preachers took from their own pockets and gave 
Burns $400 in silver. Dr. and Mrs. J. B. Marvin 
of Louisville heard Burns speak and sent him 
$5000. That, with local labor and material, meant 
a $10,000 recitation hall of brick, which grew 
slowly from 1901 to 1903. 

To teach Latin and mathematics to the bovs 
who flocked to his, school, Burns found that he 
had first to teach himself. On some days he was 
only one lesson ahead of his classes in these 
branches. “It kept me on a keen jump,” he re- 
lates. 

But it paid, for by 1905 he was overrun by pu- 
pils who thronge. in from the mountains, some 
walking forty and fifty miles. Additional accom- 
modations were needeu. ..cain without a dollar, 
Burns began a new dormitory, which was finished 
within a year. 

How Oneida Institute became co-educational fa 
related hr Hough. 

“One day.” he says, “two mules from the Bull- 
s*xin Valiev forded the Kentucky and came into 
the etreet of Oneida settlement. The two mules 


carried oi4 man Combs and three daughters—as: 


many daughters as he could get on as many mules. 
They came from 50 miles beck in the uiils and 
they wanted to go to achool. They could neicher 
read nor write. Their father brought them so 
that they might learn r:ore than he «new. But 
there was no place fcr them in the school. 

“Tears stood in the eves of the mountaineer 
teacher when he said to them: ‘I can't ta’e you. 
I've: got nothing to feed you, and there's no 
place where you can sleep.” Tears flowed down 
the faces of the girle also. The face of the old 
man was very sad. They turned bick to the 
hills, muleback. 

“It was perhaps this incident which determined 
Burns to bu'id a girls’ dormitory, so that he could 
educate girls as well as boys. ‘I didn’t have a 


berland region, in the interest of peace as against 
feud, of sobriety instead of moonshine, of the 
Sermon on the Mount Instead of the Mosaic code. 

Admirers of burns believe that Oneida Insti- 
tute is as a light set upon a hill, to tlluminate 
the darkness of the Oumberland region until all 
evil things of the night-—-the assassin, the am- 
bush, the code of an eye for an eye and a tooth 
for a tooth—are driven into flight. But he must 
be aided by ways of communication, good roads 
and navigable streams. 

“If that countfy,” writes Hough, “oan pro- 
duce a college president with only 17 months of 
school, and a ».v,000 college with no better start 
than 20 cents, perhaps some day it may produce 
a genius for buliding roads out of am empty 
pocket. ~~ 

“It would cost somebody perhaps a couple of 
million dollars to make a highway of the Ken- 
tucky River as far back as Oneida. That would 
go far towards letting in half a million of good 
Americans. They ought to be worth about $4 a 
head at least.”

T. LOUISANS have a particular interest in the proposal to restore St. Sophia to 
Christian faith, because the New Cathetral in this city is modeled, in its interior 
exactly upon the fane at Constantinople. St. Sophia is an elder sister of the St. 

Cathedral. and we dislike to see our elder sister in bondage. 

I am a man of peace but it is a bit extravagant to say: “Peace on 
Turks.” However, a resort to the sword would not be necessary for the 
Sophia. If Russia, Germany, England, France and Italy were to say to the Turk: 
St. Sophia!” he would have to get out. 

The precincts of St. Sophia should 6e declared extra-territorial and placed under the 
government of a commission established by the Christian Powers. This commission could po- 
lice the extra-territoriality, with Turkish guards outside the boundaries. 

It is probable that if St. Sophia were redeemed it would pass into the control of the 
Greek Catholic Church. I should prefer to see it established as an international monument to 
Christian faith and Christian art.

pay personal calls on the farmers. 


After the Egyptian campaign the schooners 
designed to unite in a compact fleet and sail 
across the Eads Bridge into St. Louis, according 
to the itinerary of the voyage as mapped by 
its originators. From this city the squadron 
would head sou’-sou’west into the eastern fringe 
of the Ozarks, then through the Missouri lead 
belt and the Sunken Lands, crossing the Mis- 
sissippi and returning to port at Paducah. The 
wagons were to travel separately in Missouri, ag 
in Illinois, each schooner’s skipper hailing town- 
folk and farm-folk and leaving in his wake a 
breezy atmosphere of non-nautical but pro- 
Paducah talk and a choice assortment of boom 
literature. 


Following this campaign of advertising it was 
intended that railway excursions should be or- 
ganized, with Paducah as the objective. 


This boost idea is considered by Paducans 
as being much better calculated to give the town 
a lift than are any of the well-worn methods 
such as adopting a slogan and exploiting it in 
the papers and on billboards, or sending the 
Commercial Club members on a railway junket- 
ing trip. :

The train necessarily misses many good towns 
and al] the countryside, while the prairie schoon- 
er can include all these in its itinerary. The 
wagon parties can take their time, talk crops, 
politics, poetry or fishin’, make themselves pop- 
ular and create a longing in the breasts of their 
temporary hosts to visit Paducah and “meet up” 
again with the schooner acquaintances, 

Nowadays a prairie schooner invariably at- 
tracts attention and arouses curiosity and in- 
terest. The grandsons of the origina] skippers 
of these oldtime land craft occupy the towns 
and farms through which their forebears 
“schoonered” in early days. 

In those days, well remembered by elderly per- 
sons, there was a considerable migration from 
Indiana to the southern part of Missouri, he 
“movers”—they were always called that—trav- 
eling in canvas-covered wagons drawn by oxen 
or scrawny horses. For some reason, it appears, 
Dade County, Mo., possessed a particular attrac- 
tion for incoming settlers hailing from Posey 
County, Ind. There were, of course, many from 
other Indiana counties bound for other Missouri 
counties, but the Posey-Dade migration became 
a household tradition which the elders told to 
the younger generation, greatly to the latter’s 
amusement. 

The predecessors of those prairie schooners had 
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come to Indiana and Kentucky and Tennesser® ii 
over the Wilderness road. Their successors) Jee 
made the long and tedious trek to the Califor- 
nia gold fields, to ‘“‘Pike’s Peak or Bust,” and -to 
the newly-opened Oregon country. 

A few years ago one of the Oregon pioneers, 
Ezra Meeker, drove back over the same old trail 
a yoke of oxen hitched to the identical wagon 
which an earlier yoke had pulled to Oregon 60 
years before. .He passed through St. Louis, 
called on the President at Washington, and 
amazed New York by driving his team down 
Broadway—until the police arrested him for vio- 
lating a city law prohibiting the driving of “cat- 
tle’ on the streets without a permit. 

Meeker’s remarkable exploit served to renew 
interest in the almost forgotten prairie schooner 
The ox team still plods here and there in the 
hill country of Arkansas and Missouri, and, for 
that matter, within less than a hundred miles of 
New York City, but the wagon or cart thus 
drawn lacks the “sails’—that is, the canvas 
canopy—which suggested its designation as a 
schooner. 7 

The type of canvas-covered ox wagon, like the 
word schooner, is of American origin. While it 
may be a lineal descendant of the cattle-drawn 
vehicle in which the Goths and Huns descended 
upon ancient Rome, it became a “schooner” only 
after that type of ocean vessel was invented by 
New England coast Yankees. 

Probably the first mention of the schooner in 
history occurs in the celebrated official announce- 
ment of the victory over the British by Commo- 
dore Perry at the battle of Lake Erie, Sept. 10, 
1813, in the war of 1812: 

“We have met the enemy and they are ours— 
two ships, two brigs, one schooner and one 
sloop.” i
